Great Britain’s Latest Move in 
Venezuelan Territory. 


PARCELING OUT THE LAND. 


English Government Officials Realize 
That the Boundary Question Is 
Far From Settlement. 


LONDON, Dec. 28.—In spite of the fact 
that the financial side of the Venezuelan 
question is attracting more attention here 
than its political aspect, it must not be 
imagined that everybody has been fulled into 
a sense of false security, or that the author- 
ities are utterly. blind to the fact that ser- 
fous trouble may yet arise in connection 
with the boundary dispute. 

The Stock Exchange was very quiet to- 
Gay. Americans closed weak at 4%@1% lower. 
Home securities were firm and foreign 
stocks were very irregular. 

The St. James Gazette this afternoon 
gives prominence to an article dwelling on 


the mail just received from British Guiana 
and in which it is announced that at a meet- 
ing of influential residents recently held at 
Georgetown, capitol of British Guiana, a 
provisional Board of Directors was appoint- 
ed for the company known as the British 
Guiana Chartered Company, organized for 
the purpose of developing the interior of 
British Guiana. This board includes some 
of the most leading men of the colony and 
some are Men who have hitherto been iden- 
tified with the sugar industry of British 
Guiana. This marks a decided change of 
those prominent in the interests of the col- 
ony and the ideasseems to be to start a 
Chartered company in the colony and in- 
vite home capitalists to enter into the under- 
taking. This new development is mainly due 
to the dispatch of the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, on 
September last, asking if the local capital- 
ists of British Guiana were prepared to take 
up à large concession in the northwest por- 
tion of that colony and develop the mineral 
and other resources of the territory. At the 
same time the hint was clearly conveyed 
to the people of British Guiana that if 
their capitalists were not in a position to 
take up the matter there were people in 
o_o ritain who were able and ready to 
0 20. 


It now remains to be seen whether the 
Government will grant a charter to this 
company, in view of the fact that it has as 
competitors the home syndicate, which has 
already made proposals to the local Gov- 
ernment, which propositions, however, have 
not been accepted. , 

The St. James Gazette adds that there is 
No reason y Mr. Chamberlain should de- 
lay his N in the matter, and it is a 
fair infertnce that his dispatch of Septem- 
ber was a countermove to the Venezuelan 
concession made to Americans in February, 
and it may be fraught with larger conse- 
quences than appear at first sight.“ 

In another paragraph of this article the 
St. James Gazette says: “Hitherto the in- 
aetna of the British Guiana police have

Igneminious Execution of the 
Cuban Rebel. 


CAMPOS IS MUCH TO BLAME.

Conduct in Striking Contrast to the 
Honerable Military Methods of 
Gen. Gomez. 


HAVANA, Dec. 28.—No incident in the his- 
tory of the insurrection has created greater 
indignation in the insurgent ranks than the 
to-day by order of the military authorities. 
e Laar ean of a brave 
soldier at the instigation of Gen. Campos, 
is in striking contrast to the honorable 
military methods of Gomez. 

The execution took place at 6 o’clock in 
the morning, after an hour’s trial] Jast night, 
which was a veritable travesty of military 
justice. 

Acebo faced death bravely and before he 
was taken to the place of execution he 
commended his wife and children to the 
care of his friends and neighbors. 

Acebo was not a Cuban by birth. He hails 
from Asturia, Spain, and has lived twenty 
years on the island. He was a Spaniard to 
the core until after the outbreak of the revo- 
lution, when the tyranny and misrule of the 
Spanish Government enlisted his sympathies 
for the rebels. 

When the insurgents first struck Matanzas 
he resigned his position as overseer of a 
large sugar. plantation in this province and 
threw his lot with the patriots. The rebels 
say that not a more intrepid man could be 
found in the ranks. He attracted the at- 
tention of Gen. Gomez by numerous dar- 
ing deeds and often was the recipient of his 
personal commendation. He was finally 
made chief, having a small body of scouts 
under his command. With his usual bravery 


captured, his followers escaping. 

e followers of Gen. Gomez point to the 
capture of thirty Spanish soldiers not long 
ago by Gen. Rodiquez, which illustrates the 
more Humane methods of the insurgents. 
Not only were the rank and file permitted to 
xo free, but the half a dozen officers had 
their side arms returned to them and were 
permitted to leave the insurgent camp with 
all the honors of war. 

Insurgents intend in the near future to is- 
sue an appeal to the civilized world calling 
attention to these executions and the san- 
guinary methods of the Spaniards. 

It is prophesied here to-day from Cuban 
sources that Gen. Gomez will now make 
good the threat which he made some time 
ago that he, would order all Spanish prison- 
ers who fall into the hands of the rebels shot 
without trial. Gomez has now twenty-two 
prisoners in his hands.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. B. — The man- 
tle of James G. Blaine, Which Thomas B.

There were forty-four Re- 
publicans who opposed it and this large 
showing Is remarkable when the extreme

Arrest of Baron Von Hammerstein, the 
Fugitive Conservative Leader, and

BERLIN, Dec. 2.—A dispatch from Ath. 
ens says that Baron Von Hammerstein, 
the fugitive Conservative leader and ex- 
editor of the Kreuse Zeitung, was arrested 
there yesterday by a commissary,of police 
of this city. He is said to have been etay- 
ing there for some time under the name 
of Herbert, and has been taken to Brindisi 
en route to Germany.

Bibran, chief of the Marine Cabinet, to ex- 
amine the detailed report of the plans for 
the new North German Lloyd steamers 
now building at Stettin, with the steamers 
of the same company at present undergoing 
reconstruction. They will be built on plans 
designed to make them serviceable in war 
time as auxiliary cruisers. The Emperor 
showed himself to be thoroughly informed 
on all points of naval architecture. 


An alleged expression of His Majesty’s 
during his visit to Breslau is now going the 
rounds of the gress. Speaking of the eg!- 
mental, he is quoted as having said: “The 
cowardly German Bourgeoisie cannot be re- 
lied upon in warfare against Socialism.’’ 


Dr. Fritz Friedmann, one of the best

JUVENILE PAUPER MILLS. 


Gov. Altgeld’s recent condemnation of 
the practice of assigning and keeping 
poor children in charitable institutions 
supported by State ald or voluntary con- 
tributions thas received strong indorse- 
ment from Mr. Joseph Choate, the emi- 
nent New York lawyer. 

The point made by Gov. Altgeld in de- 
‘fending his release of the inmates of cer- 
tain Chicago .institutions was that they 
were pauper mills. He said that little 
or no efforts were made to find homes for 
the children because it was profitable to 
keep them. The children were kept in 
them and habituated to siate of de- 
pendence so that when they were turned 
out to shift for themselves they were un- 
able to adjust themselves to the condi- 
tions of ordinary life and competition. 

Mr, Choate approves this view and 
charges that the Gerry Society promotes 
professional pauperism. The City of 
New York pays out annually for the sup- 
port of poor children in the juvenile 
refuges the sum of $1,500,000. The asy- 
lums keep the children and the result 
is that their pauperism, which is at first 
accidental, becomes permanent and in- 
eradicable. He shows that of twenty- 


admitted fourteen last year failed to find 
for a single child a place where it could 
be trained to self-helpfulness. 

The subject is well worthy of careful 
investigation. The object of charities 
which deal with children should be to 
fit them for independence and success in 
life. These charities should be so di- 
rected that self-interest will not be per- 
mitted to defeat this object.

SMASH THE RAILROAD TRUST. 


The Post-Dispatch hails with special 
gratification the institution of legal pro- 
ceedings by Atty.-Gen. Harmon to pre- 
vent the operation of the g‘gantic rail- 
road trust formed by the Eastern trunk 
lines. 

From the time that the plans of the 
Presidents of the trunk lines were first 
made public the Post-Dispatch has per- 
sistently called attention to the pro- 
posed combiné as a defiant breach of the 
anti-trust law. We called upon the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission and the 
United States Attorney-General to take 
prompt and vigorous action to prevent 
the violation of the law and the forma- 
tion of a monster railroad monopoly 
which would hold the people of this 
country at its mercy. 

The action of Chgirman Morrison in 
notifying Atty.-Gen. Harmon that the 
contemplated combine was a violation of 
law, and of the Attorney-Genéral in dr- 
dering the legal prosecution of the trust 
shows. that these officials have been 
brought to a sense of duty. 

The trust has no doubt been carefully 
devised to evade the law, and the pros- 
ecution may fail to stop the combine, 
But the fact that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has decided that the 
law forbids it and the dismay the an- 
nouncement has caused among the rail- 
way officials indicates that the Govern- 
ment has a strong case and that a vigor- 
ous prosecution ‘will bring down the 
game. ) 

If the combine cannot be stopped a 
vigorous prosecution will, at least, ex- 
pose the manner of evasion and the 
weakness of the law for the guidance 
of Congress, It is to be hoped, there- 
fore, that the prosecution will not be 
Olneyized. 2

Improvements has written a letter to the 
Mayor in which he demandg that Eckel & 
Mann be discharged. He also asks for more 
power before proceeeding with the work 
which is being laid out. His letter, which 
is sensational in its nature, reads as follows: 
“St. Louis, Dec. 27, 189. 
Hon. C. P. Walbridge, Mayor, Sir:—By 
the charter and ordinances of the City of 
St. Louis, as interpreted by the City Coun- 
gelor, I, as President of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, am in responsible charge 
and control of the construction of the new 
City Hall, including architects, contrac- 
tors and all other persons engaged thereon, 
and I am charged with the duty of examin- 
ing, approving and certifying all vouchers 
in payment for work thereon Hitherto this 
responsibility, in regard to the City Hall. 
has not been so clearly defined as it is now, 
I see no objection to the definition and I 
stand ready to assume and béar the full 
measure of the responsibilities of my office 
in this matter as in others. In order that 
I may do so it is reasonable that I should 
be placed in a position toward my work, at 
least as favorable as is that of the street, 
water or other commissioners. This is not 
now the case, and steps toward giving me 
the necessary assistance should be taken 
out delay. . 
A gter a deliberate study of the situation 
I am of the opinion that I should have: 


‘1 The authority to call to my assistance, 


as occasion may require, a consulting archi- 
ct. 

ert The authority to employ draughtsmen 

to make the necessary detail and working 

drawings. 

. The authority to employ an assistant 
to be put in charge of the work, in whose 
capability, faithfulness and integrity I can 
have implicit confidence. 

“4 Authority to employ such inspectors as 
in my judgment may be necessary from 
time to time, to look after the work in hand. 

5. The Fp rn of sufficient funds 

ay for these services. 

the city has given the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Public Improvements 
an architect, paid for his services on a Per- 
centage basis, whose duties were to furnish 
detail and working drawings and to super, 
vise and superintend the construction of 
the building. It has also given the liberty, 
limited to the services of one man by the 
amount of appropriations, to supplement 
the architect’s superintendence. 

“Tt is now known that the architects, 
without the knowledge or approval of any 
one, substituted for the designs or plans tor

STABBED IN THE SKULL. 


Pat Holden Mortally Wounds His Fel- 
lew-Workman, Wm. Fitzgerald. 


William Fitzgerald, a member of local 
Tobacco Workers’ Union No. 170, was mort- 
ally wounded at 7 o’clock last night in. 
front of the McLean building by Patrick 
Holden, Holden is a member of the same 


union. 7 

Holden dealt his victim a death blow 
over the right temple with a long bladed 
knife. The skull was fractured and when 
Fitzgerald was taken to the City Dispen- 
sary he was at once dispatched to the 
City Hospital as his death was imminent. 

Holden was captured by a patrolman at 
Fourth and Chestnut streets as he was 
hurrying from the scene. He was very 
drunk, ana the statement subsequently 
secured from him at the police station 
was rambling. At the Dispensary Fitzger- 
ald refused to say anything. The com- 
panions of the two men disappeared before- 
the police arrived. They were the only 
actual esses of the affray. 

A sub-cummittee from the National To- 
bacco Workers’ Unions, part of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, was in session in 
the McLean building considering a boycott 
on the “Battle Axe Plug.“ Fitzgerald and 
Holden, who are both employed in the 
wrapping department of the Liggett & 
Myers Tobacco Co., took an interest in 
the proceedings, and came down town to 
watch the result. Holden states that an 
hour before, at Twelfth and Wash streets, 
Fitzgerald had driven him through the 
streets with a knife, threatening to kill 
him at the first opportunity. 

A witness to the affray, who refused to 
give his name, described it thus: 

“Shortly before 7 o'clock several men came 
out the Fourth street entrance of the Mc- 
Lean Building and entered Kraemer's Sa- 
loon at the corner of Market street, a few 
steps south. They re-appeared in a few 
minutes with several others. Loud talking 
ensued, the discussion being upon scab and 
union. labor. Suddenly one of the trowd 
raised a knife, but it was taken from him 
by another before he could use it. Almost 
immediately he procured another, and drove 
it into the head of a man in the crowd who 
seemed to have been the chief disputant. 
The man sank to the pavement and his as- 
sailant started north on Fourth street, run- 
ning into the arms of a policeman at Chest- 
nut street.“ 

Fitzgerald, the wounded man, regained his 
feet after the blow and staggered into 
Kraemer’s saloon. The barkeeper put the 
wounded man out. Then the police sum- 
moned the ambulance. The barkeeper stated 
that he knew notHing of the affray itself. 

Holden admitted that he was Fitzgerald’s 
assailant. His rambling utterances. con- 
stituted about the following statement. 

„Fitzgerald and ey work in the wrap- 
ping department of Liggett & Myers. I 
have been there about two years and F'%tz- 
gerald one year. He has had a grudge 
against me for some time. I don’t Know for 
what, but he gave me a beating once. At 
® o'clock I was in a saloon at Twelfth and 
Wash streets. Fitzgerald came up and went 
at me with a knife. He chased me all over 


the street. I kept dodging behind a lamp

The first is in honor 
of th abinet, the second the Diplomatic 
Corps and the third the Judiciary. Upon 
these occasions the President and his wife 
receive their guests in the East \Room. 
When the butler announces dinner the Presi- 
dent, giving his arm to the lady whose hus- 
band has the highest official 2 among 
the guests of honor, leads the way to the 
state dining room. If a dinner of more 
than forty covers is given the table is laid 
in the corridor. 

An invitation to dinner by the President 
is construed as a summons. Prior engage- 
ments give way to it. If a regret must be 
sent, the serloug reasons which forced it 
should be stated. 

The wife of the President receives first 
calls from all and returns no calls. She in- 
timates the hour at which she will re- 
ceive visitors. Mrs. Cleveland, in addition 
to the public reception ordained by long cus- 
tom, has also given an afternoon card re- 
ception to ladies each winter. Persons de- 
siring an interview with her at other times 
express the wish by letter. In return they 
receive an engraved form with the date and 
hour noted. These receptions are held in 
the red parlor from 12 to 1 o’clock two days 
each week, are entirely informal and are 
liable to change. Guests are introduced by 
the usher and remain but a short time. At 
suitable seasons Mrs. Cleveland is also in 
the custom of receiving her personal friends 
after 5 o’clock one afternoon each week. It 
is at the option of the President and wife 
whether they accept invitations. Under no 
circumstances, however, will either of them 
cross the threshold of any foreign em- 
bassy, but members of their families may do 
80 


The Vice-President and wife make only 
first calls on the President and wife, nor 
are they expected to return calls, excepting 
Senatorial calls. They receive on New Year's 
Day at their own home official callers and 
then the public. Throughout the season the 
wife of the Vice-President receives callers 
on Wednesday afternoon. At the New Year 
reception at the White House the matter of 
preference becomes one of stately procession 
and order. The real question comes up only 
in the seating of guests at table. Here the 
cabinet takes precedence over the Senate. 
The foreign Amb or, because he repre- 
sents the person of his sovereign, is entitled 
to first place unless the Vice-President, the 
Chief Justice or the Speaker be present.

Dec. 2%—John Daly, the 
veteran gambler, whose houses in this city 
and Long Branch have been second in mag- 
nificence only to the famous gambling re- 


nd leading a quiet life thousands of miles 
away from here, where for years he has 
practically controlled the heavy gambling. 
He says he has given the matter careful 
consideration, and he concluded that gam- 
bling is dead here forever, and that it is a 
useless expense to keep up his palatial 


Twenty-ninth street Mouse, where a single 
whirl of the wheel or the turn of a card 
meant a descent of the police. For a year, 
he says, he has held on to his establish- 
ments and been under the same expense as 
in the good days of ten years ago, but in 
all this time not a dollar has been coming 
in, and the constant scrutiny of his place 
by policemen in citizens clothes anxious to 
earn a little praise by catching him open, 
has convincd him of the futility of trying 
to run it on the quiet. 

Daly is almost the last of the big gam- 
blers to quit. The others have decided one 
by one that there was nothing in the busi- 
ness here and left for other cities that are 
not yet wedded to reform. But, as Mr. Daly 


; Says, he has been in hopes of a reversal of 


sentiment in the city, a reversal that has 
not come, and which he now says never 
will come. The only remaining one of the 
old-timers is Dink“ Davis. Davis has been 
closed nearly. two years, although every 
once in a while the police recet¥e a tip to 
the effect that he is open. 

The last man to leave New York in dis- 
gust, because there was no chance for a 
game, was Pat Sheedy, a man who has 
broken more faro banks than any ten gam- 
blers in the country. Sheedy clung to New 
York until about two weeks ago, when he 
left for Egypt, where it is rumored he is 
to- manage a miniature Monte Carlo, which 
some European capitalists are going to 
erect and back. 

John Daly’s principal house in this city 
is at No. West Twenty-ninth street, and 
stone 
house. The adjoining house at 41 is also 
owned by him and is used as a residence. 
Both houses are fitted up in palatial style 
and contain many op tapestries, paintings 
and works of art. hey would delight the 
eye of a connoisseur. The heaviest gam- 
blers in the country made this house their 
headquarters. Daly’s other place in the 
city was at No. 8 Barcklay street, while 
his third house at Long Branch was known 
as the Long Branch Club.” Busimess men 
played in the down-town house during the 
day, but every evening at 7 the house 
closed, and those who wanted to “gamble 
would be obliged to go to the up-town 
house. 

In all the years that Mr. Daly conducted 
gambling houses here he was only once in- 
terfered with by the police, that was when 
a raid was made on the down-town house. 
Daly was arrested, but never tried. His 
remarkable influence with the authorities 
was said to be due to the fact that a high 
police official was his partner, but this was 
never proved. Personally Mr. Daly was a 
quiet man, fair and square with every one, 
and particularly generous to those who 
have suffered from bad luck in his house. 
Hundreds of unfortunate gamblers have 
been helped te prosperity again by “him. 
Above all things he has avoided newspaper 
notoriety. He would do anything to keep 
his name out of the papers, and when his 
partner stole $60,000 from the safe in the 
Twenty-ninth street house some years ago 
and fled he made no complaint, but bore 
the loss. He was the most disappointed 
man in New York when the newsvapers 
got hold of the story and printed it. Al- 
ready the more valuable furnishings of 
the Twentv-ninth street house are beine 
removed and the house, it is said, wil! 
shortly be sold. He has not yet decided 
what to do with the Long Branch house.

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STUDY FROM LIFE OF REV. W. W. BOYD IN

The Second Baptist Church of St. Louis, 
located at Locust and Beaumont, is of 
peculiar interest to the Baptists denomina-

An encouraging feature is the increased 
attendance on Sunday evenings. It is the 
history of most churches that the evening 
congregation ig much smaller than the 
morning. On Dr. Boyd’s return in 1894 the 
evening congregations had dwindled down 
to a very few regular attendants. The se- 
ries of lectures on socialism last winter had 
the effect of filling the church, and this in- 
terest has not. waned. The sittings in the 
evenings are all free, and every Sunday 
night the church Is filled—often it cannot 
accommodate all who go. 

Another interesting feature is that the 
officers of the church are chosen for their 
value as workers rather than fer their 
wealth and prominence, some of the poorest 
, efinancially holding the highest of- 

ces. 

One of the most unique services of the 
week is the children’s gathering at 4 p. 
m. on Fridays. The children go direct from 
their schools by hundreds. There is singing, 
recitations, a story read, a talk by the 
pastor, sometimes stereopticon views, re- 
freshments and always a good time. 

Thus the interest of the old and young 
alike is awakened and held, and the vari- 
ous @uxiliary societies enter into their dif- 
ferent lines of work earnestly. The unique 
feature of the present administration is 
that instead of encouraging independent 
societiés outside of the church work, each 
organization is practically a committee of 

e church, amenable to it, and thus sure

It is probable that 
other commercial bodies will be asked to 
join in the opposition to the bill. 

In discussing the question with a Post- 
Dispatch man one of the best posted real 
estate men in the city said: The bill 
shouid never be permitted to become a law. 
I can demonstrate to you an instance 
taken from an actual condition, where 
the bill will so materially reduce the value 
of a certain piece of property as to mean 
a serious pecuiary loss to the owner. That 
is something a city has no right to do, 
and if laws of this character are put on 
the statute books they will be declared un- 
constitutional. 

The demonstration I propose to make 
applies to a certain corner which was 
purchased for an investment for $125,000. 
When it was bought the owner contempla- 
ted improving’ with a building fourteen sto- 
ries, or 175 feet, high. Thie would pay him 
8 per cent net on his total investment. 
Under the law he would be able to build 
only nine stories high at best. The floors 
would rent at $2,000 per year. He would 
pay for the upper floors $40,000, which would 
return him $75,000 per year. This figure 
permitted the lower stories to rent for 
about what they would bring in the old 
rookeries, badly built, dirty and poorly ar- 
ranged. 

Should he be compelled to build only 125 


‘feet high he would receive only 3 per cent 


on his investment, renting at the same 
rental as the first-class high building de-

In response 
to the collector's frequent requests for 
money he assumes a grin and says nothing. 

In another case a well-known business 
man called at a real estate office to rent a 
certain house in a select residence neighbor- 
hood “for an aunt of mine,“ as he put it. 
The rent was paid and the keys were turned 
over to the nephew. About two weeks later 
a committee representing the swell resi- 
dents the neighborhood called on the 
real estate man with blood in their eyes. 
Their complaint was that the house had 
been rented to a scarlet girl, who held high 
revel ore, night, aided by numerous young 
men who kept the pavement in front of the 
house lined with carriages. 

Through the assistance of the police the 
unwelcome tenant was evicted. The pre- 


‘tended nephew was sent for and on bended 


knees begged to be saved from exposure 
for the sake of his wife and children.

erty for a term of ninety-nine years is not 


much in vogue in St. Louis, yet it is a m&tter 
of vital importance in the development of 
the city. 

The holders of down-town reperty, which 
is the only ground on which such leases 
are considered desirable, are apparently 
much averse to disposing of their prop- 


tancy is the result of the conservative feel- 
ing that has so long existed in St. Louis. 
They anxiously await the development of 
the city and the enhancement of values, 
but they expect some one else to do the 
work. They are certain of an increase in 
the value of their holdings congequent on 


such develppment; but they refuse all of- 


fers looking to the improvement of their 
own 18 on the plea that they cannot: 
afford to accept its present valuation, as it 
will be worth 2 to 50 per cent more in 
years to come. 

In the opinion of the more progressive 
real estate dealers of the city such a pol- 
icy is decidedly short-sighted, If such ex- 
treme conservatism were confined to a few, 
the matter would be trivial. uch is not 
the case, however. Nearly every important 
piece of real estate in the down-town dis- 
trict is held by extremely conservative men. 
The consequence is that frali, unsightly 
old structures belonging to a past age and 


detracting in an immeasurable. ree. from 


the general appearance of the city, are to 
be seen all over the business district. The 
rental that such old rookeries bring, with 
the exception of the ground floors, is trifling 
and hardly pays a nominal interest on the 
value of the ground. Yet for fear that in 
fifty years the ground will be worth a few 
thousand dollars more, these sites are held 
and the development of the city retarded.

It is a curious fact that although so 
much has been written about the late ever- 
to-be-regretted Robert Louis Stevenson, 
says the London Musical Times, no account 


has b e orf the 
een given, so far as we Are aware, off ter er the 


the extent and limits of his musical. ac- 
complishments. That he took a lively in- 
terest in art is sufficiently clear from 
the allusions to.it which occur in his books. 
Music indeed plays quite an important 
part in that extraordinarily brilliant ‘fafce, 
“The Wrong Box,“ in which one of the 
most. humorous, situations in the whole 
story is that of the exposure of a young 
barrister, Who pretends: to- de engaged in 
the composition of an imaginary comic 
opera entitled, “Orange Pekoe.“ It is in 
this story again that occurs a veritahle 
locus classicus on the art of playing the 
penny whistle, and the difference between 
the amateur and professional performer. 
Here it is that Stephenson makes the 
memorable observation that one seldom if 
ever encounters a person learning to play 
that instrument, or as he puts it, “the 
young of the penny whistler, like those of 
the salmon, are occult from observation.“ 
The whole chapter is full of exquisite 
fooling on this topic, but the fooling of a 
writer who knows what he is talking about. 
And so we are not surprised to learn from 
the recently published “‘Vailima Letters“ 
that Stevenson was more than merely sym- 
pathetically disposed to music, that he 
played an instrument himself and was pe- 
cullarly susceptible to melody and rhythm. 

And now for Stevenson's instrument. It 
certainly was not the most noble of the 
great tamily of wind instruments, being 
none other than the scmewhat despised 
flageolet. There can be no doubt of the as- 
siduity with which Stevenson practiced it. 
There is hardly one of the earlier letters 
in which there is not some allusion to it. 
*** After alk Stevenson’s music does 
not amount to much; but it is refreshing to 
find the faculty for musical appreciation 
developed ‘n a man of letters. We cannot 
help thinking Stevenson's fastidiousness in 
the choice of the “‘sovereign ward” was due 
in great measure to this sensitiveness to 
melody and rythm. Certainly his prose 
has the real lilt about it, while its elegance 
and finish prove that whatever bis Umita- 
tions as a musical executant may have 
been he had in him the potentialities of a 
virtuoso. j

cally incapacitated by age, illness or acci-

The downfall of the old Federalist party 
caused by their unpatriotic conduct during 
the war, loosened the ties which held the 
old Republican party together and the so- 
called era of good feeling“ saw the rise of 
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two extremely un-Jeffersonian things—the 
protective tariff policy and the charter of 
the second bank of the United States. The 
latter was chartered, not as a financial 
resource for the Treasury, but to check the 
local bahk& and force a return to specie 
payments.“ 
his was on April 10, 1816. The bank was 
chartered for twenty years. Its capital was 
„000, 000, $7,000,000 subscribed by the United 
tates in a 5 per cent stock note, $7,000,000 
by the public in specie and $21,000,000 by the 


public in United States bonds. It was to pay 


bonus of $1,500,000. It was not to issue 
notes under $5 and not to suspend specie 
payments under a penalty of 12 per cent on 
all notes not regeemed on presentation.
